price of cotton us well as other 
commodities, is governed by the 
law of supply and demand, But 
this does not seem to hold good 
in this instance, Newspaper re- 
ports continue to state that the 
visible cotton yield is still deteri- 
orating and the demand for cotton 
is on the inerease. Still, the price 
of cotton is slowly but surely fall- 
ing below the 12-cent level to 
which it jumped when the last

Hugh Sexton is waging an active 
campiiyn urging Coffee County 
farmers to plant winter legume 
cover erops. An interesting part 
of bis argument and one that 


should appeal to all farmers is the 
fact that the Government is offer- 
ingg to pay a considerable portion 
of the expense of planting Aus- 
trian Winter Peas, Hairy Vetch or 
other of the approved winter 
cover crops, It has been demon- 
trated beyond any point of con- 
tradiction that plowing under a 
winter cover crop in the spring 
will not only increase (he ensuing 
corn something like 18 bu- 
shels per acre, but will also im- 
prove the fertility of the land to 
a greater extent than is possible 
under any other known system. 
It is not to be compared with the 
application of commercial fertiliz- 
ers. It is well known that com- 
mercial fertilizers only release and 
make soluble the fertility contain- 
ed in the soil and does not put 
anything into it. On the other 
hand, plowing under a winter coy- 
e:. crop adds to the fertility and 
makes it available as plant food 
at once.

I have traveled quite @ bit dur- 
1g the past few weeks and I no- 
many fields where running 
peanuts have been gathered which 
ure us bare as the palm of your 
hand, Not even any grass has 
been left to proteet the soil dur- 
ing the winter months, It is not 
) advisable to ‘plant rye or oats on 
this soil at the present time, as 
the waste peanuts should be pick- 
ed up by our Unless your 
peanut patch is fenced to itself 
you cannot keep the hogs out of 
it during the winter months, I see 
two dangers to this barren soil, 
both of which will happen to most 
of the peanut patches in this see- 
tion, The soil is barren and will 
be during the winter months, as it 
is entirely too lute for grass or 
weeds to cover it after this date, 
The soil will wash very easily, as 
there is no vegetable matter on 
the ground to prevent it from 
wishing. Many washes will be 
Started this winter in the peanut 
patches of this section. I have 
}given this matter quite a bit of 
thought and I have reached a con- 
clusion which is based upon rea- 
son and not upon experience, I’ve 
never heard of this plan being 
tried but I believe it will work and 
I would like for you to try it on 
a few acres, I suggest that you 
use a middle burster and that you 
lay this land off in rows just as 
you wish it to be next year. Of 
course you must decide what is 
to be planted next year and the 
rows must be regulated accord- 
ingly. 3y laying the field off in 
rows you will prepare a place for 
the water to go as it will stand 
in these furrows but you are not 
breaking the soil sufficiently for it 
to wash, Of course these rows 
should be as nearly on a level as 
it is possible for them to be, If 
the rows or furrows get full of 
water and break over you will not 
be- injured any worse than you 
would be if there were no furrows. 
These furrows will hold the water 
of all small rains and it might be 
that they will holds the heavy 
vains. I would also suggest that 
you buy a sack of rye and that 
you sow the rye in the bottom of 
the furrow. Your hogs will root 
the beds down in places but the 
lrye will grow unless they cover 
it entirely with dirt. The hogs 
will root a little in one place and 
then go to another which I think 
will give the rye a chance to grow 
out from under the dirt which is 
pushed in from the sides. The hogs 
will soon learn that the peanuts 
are in the beds and they will not 
disturb the rye in the bottom of 
the furrows. If you should have 
too many hogs this plan might 
not work as they would probably 
cover your rye too rapidly. I can 
also see another good from this 
plan and that is, you will cover 
the waste peanuts with dirt, which 
will prevent them from freezing. 
;We lose hundreds of bushels of 
peanuts each year from freezing in 
the field. The rye will form a 
cover crop if it is not destroyed, 
the waste peanuts will be protect- 
ed from the cold, the soil cannot 
wash from light rains and your 
feed will last longer. I feel that 
this is a worthwhile suggestion 
and T hope you will try it out this 
season. If this plan is not com- 
mon sense I would like for you 
to tell me wherein I’m wrong.

farmer told about a few things. 
It all came about by tie carcless- 
ness of our tenant. We had told 
him to be careful about cutting 
stack poles and for him not to 
cut a pine pole unless it was one 
that needed to be destroyed. He 
followed our instructions pretty 
well until he found that he did 
not have quite enough poles. He 
hurried out in the woods and cut 
about five nice young pines, Sal- 
lhe saw where this had been done, 
but she did not say very much 
about it, as I explained to her that 
the man did it hurriedly and prob- 
ably did not realize that he was 
going against instructions. The 
matter was dropped until last 
week when Sallie found this same 
man in the woods cutting stove 
wood. He had cut down three 
nice young pines which were near- 
ly large enough for saw logs. 
There was a dead tree standing 
within 30 feet of where they were 
working and there was a crooked 
pine about 50 feet away which 
will never make lumber, There 
were also several trees on the 
ground which were blown down 
by the storm this summer. Of 
course, the man should have work- 
ed up the other trees first but 
Sallie gave him a piece of her 
mind and she did it so complete- 
ly that I'm guessing this man will 
not make the same mistake again 
soon, There are only two natural 
resources in this section which 
are worth counting and our tim- 
ber is one of them. We are en- 
tirely too careless about our tim- 
ber. We sit idly by and allow 
some thoughtless tenant to go in- 
to the woods and cut the very 
best trees we have for fuel. We 
should not allow any one to cut 
a perfect pine except for lumber. 
There is no excuse for us allowing 
other trees to go to waste while 
we destroy the few ones which 
should become very valuable. We 
should not cut any tree until after 
we have used up the dead timber 
on our farm. After we have used 
the dead timber we should select 
the trees which are to be cut for 
fuel and we should see to it that 
these trees are not suitable for 
lumber, We could save thousands 
of feet of timber if we would only 
use some common sense methods 
about getting our fuel from the

WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1946, which is the 8rd day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Blection in 1936; anu 

WHERAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by the pro- 
visions of the Act submitting said 
amendment, to be given by a 
proclamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama, once a 
week for eight successive weeks 
immediately preceding the said 
3rd day of November, 1936; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Bibb 
Graves, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 8rd day of November, 
1936, an election shall be held at 
the several polling places in the 
Sixty-seven counties within the 
State of Alabama, in the manner 
and form provided by law upon 
the following amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama, towit:

WHEREAS, The Legislature of 
Alabama at the Extraordinary Ses- 
sion of 1936, ordered an election 
to be held by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a 
certain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, 
which said amendment is herein 
set out, and said Legislature or- 
dered that said election be held 
at the next General Blection to 
be held in November, 1936; and 

WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1936, which is the 3rd day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Blection in 1936; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by the pro- 
visions of the Act submitting said 
amendment to be given by a proc- 
lamation of the Governor to be 
published in each County in the 
State of Alabama, once a week 
for four successive weeks imme- 
diately preceding the said 8rd day 
of November, 1936; 

NOW, THEREFOR, I, Bibb 
Graves, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give no- 
tice, direct and proclaim that on

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NAMING A PARTY 
RONICALLY enough, the names 
of the two principal political 

parties once were combined as 
Democratie Republicans, a group 
of whieh the standard bearer was 
Thomas Jefferson, referred to per- 
haps oftener than any other leader 
when Democrats trace their polit- 
ical origin.

Under Jackson the party name 
was shortened to Democrat, which 
it continues to bear. 

Republicans emerged as a sepa- 
rate party as early as 1854, al- 
though its first nominating conven- 
tion was held two years later. Up 
at Ripon, Wis., in a corner of the 
campus of Ripon college, stands 
the Ripon Congregational church, 
scene of the first G. O. P. meeting. 

The Ripon meeting had been 
called by Major Alvan E. Bovay, 
a Whig lawyer, who generally re- 
ceives credit for suggesting the 
name of the party. “ 

He had passed on his idea to 
Horace Greeley who later advo- 
cated the name Republican at a 
convention in Jackson, Mich. 

Although Ripon had a voting list 
that hardly exceeded 100 in those 
days of exclusively male suffrage, 
more than half of them attended 
Bovay’s first gathering. The im- 
pulse which brought them together 
was the conviction that the slavery 
question was coming rapidly to

Northern states naturally proved 
the most fertile ground for spread- 
ing the new doctrine. Before the 
party’s first national convention, 
which was held in Philadelphia on 
June 17, 1856—a firm “‘toehold’’ had 
been secured by senatorial repre- 
sentation at Washington. 

History fails to record what part, 
if any, Major Bovay played in the 
Philadelphia meeting. The dele- 
gates were unanimously in favor of 
nominating John C, Fremont and 
he was selected on the first ballot. 

Another Republican attended, 
however. He was the gangling Illi- 
nois rail-splitter, Abe Lincoln, and 
some of his colleagues had the 
temerity to advance his name as 
a candidate for vice-president. 
“Honest Abe” lost the nomination 
but four years later he was to 
carry the party to victory.

| Dette of the identity of the 
leading Presidential candi- 
dates, so thoroughly dispelled early 
in 1936, sometimes have held on to 
the midst of the conventions. 

So it was that the Democratic 
gathering of 1896 provided a tre- 
mendous upset, giving the party 
William Jennings Bryan, a leader 
who literally was to wear a ‘‘crown 
of thorns’’ through three unsuc- 
cessful campaigns. 

No less than 13 candidates for 
the Democratic nomination were 
regarded seriously in 1896 and the 
usual stableful of dark horses was 
present. 


“Pitchfork Ben’’ Tillman of 
South Carolina, whose hat was def- 
initely in the ring, prodded the del- 
egates unmercifully and the wordy 
battles from the platform spread 
to one fist fight after another on the 
floor. Then Bryan was recognized. 


“We are fighting in defense of 
our homes, our families, and pos- 
terity,’’ he declaimed. ‘‘We have 
petitioned and our petitions have 
been scorned. We have entreated 
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and our entreaties have been dis- 
regarded. We have begged and 
they have mocked us when our 
calamity came. We beg no more, 
we entreat no longer, we petition 
no more—we defy them!” 

His remarks were on the finan- 
cial plank of the Democratic plat- 
form and Bryan fired them directly 
at the delegation from New York. 
Then he closed with the defiance 
which still rings down the corri- 
dors of time: ‘‘You shall not press 
down upon the brow of labor this 
.crown of thorns, you shall not cru- 
cify mankind upon a cross of gold.”

He “stopped the show.” The 
delegates went wild. When the 
business of the convention could be 
resumed the day following, Bryan 
was nominated. : 

His defeat by McKinley, two suc- 
ceeding failures for the presiden- 
cy, in truth settled a crown of 
thorns upon the brow of Bryan 
which he was doomed to wear un- 
til the last public act of his life— 
participation in the famous ‘‘mon- 
key’ trial down in Dayton, Tennes- 
see. He held, and he swayed, mul- 
titudes with the power of his ora- 
tory, but on election day he could 
not mark their ballots for them.
